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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments comprise of the lack of a 
teaching of periodically crawling a communications network to index content in the Hendricks, Kenner, and Cappi references (applicant's 
remarks, pages 14-18). In response, it must be noted that for this particular feature, the examiner took official notice of periodically 
crawling communications networks as outlined in the office action mailed on June 30, 2006. 

Second, applicant argues the examiner's use of official notice, first stating official notice was never properly established and then stating 
applicant's traversal was adequate because applicant stated that it may not have been well known to combine the apparatuses and/or 
methods made of record (applicant's remarks, page 22). In response, applicant still has not referenced each particular instance of 
official notice either for proper establishment or traversal in accordance with MPEP 2144.03. A blanket traversal does not address each 
individual technical line of reasoning taken for the different official notices, as the facts presented and the supporting reasoning are all 
different and must have been addressed separately and in turn in order for each to be properly traversed. Given that the applicant had 
failed to do so in the response mailed on May 18, 2006, the official notices have been established as factual, as asserted by the examiner 
in the office action mailed on June 30, 2006.. 
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
